IS MT. HOOD IN ERUPTION ?

THE FPEAK SAID Y0 HAVE BEEN
AROUBED TO ACIION,

Bmoke and Htenm Moem to Tesues from »
Lofty Vent-Piying Moeks Fut Moun-
taln Cllmbers in Famll-A Girl Knocked
Inte & Urevaese, but Escapes Allve,

PorrLANn, Or, Sspl. 1.1t Is only throngh
mere chance that s party of mountain climbers
who made the ascent of Mount Hood on last
Wednestay were not bLurlsd benenth an sayn-
Ianche of rock and ashes, There was an erup-
tion as the party, of which Willlam Killings-
worth and his daughter Fay weore members,
were making the descent of the mountaln,

The party, which consinted of twanty-one psr-
sons, had reached the summit of Mount Hood
In safety at nbout 3:40 o'cloek (n the afternoon,
and had started down agaln, when they mot
with an experience that none of them will earo
to pass through again,

They bad come 10 & crevaseo some four feot
wide which about half of the number had
crossed, when they were startied by a rumbling
sound resembling the roar of thunder or artil-
lery. The pame Instant the earth trewbled, and
on luoking up smoke and sieam were sean lysu-
{og from a towering cliff directly above them,

The alr seewed to be fOlled with tylog rocks,
and an avalanche of boulders came tearing
down the mouniain side dirccilly toward the
polnt wlhere the helplesslittle knot of moun-
taineers were standing, In an instant, slmost,
the stream of boulders was upon them.

One of the Inrgest must have struck near Miss
Fay Klllingsworth, who was standing betweesn
her alsters Dara and Nannle, for she was tossed
into the air and then thrown |nto acrevasse
some Afteen feet deep, where she was aftorward
picked up unconselous, The boulders cleared
the crevasse and then continned thelr wilid
fight down the mountain side, The restof the
party escoaped more fortunately.

The guilde who aceompanied the party at
once went to Miss Killipgswortt's sld. Upon

| getting down Into the crevasse Into which she

had Leen thrown, he saw only a plece of her
dress. Hy dint of hard work, however, he soon
had ner uticovered. The youni lady™s face and
hands were brulsed and bleeding, and she was
upconsclous.

A =mall flask of brandy was the only restora-
tive at hand, snd this was applied in all haste
and bad the desired result. Mins Killlngsworth
tiad to be carrled down the mountain, and
then D'r. Rafferty was sunimoned by telephone
from I"ortlacd, as It was fearsd that she was se-
rioualy Injured.

The eruption Jasted but a few minutes. After
the rocks und ashes that were ejacted had fallen
and the boulders hiad passed, all was serene
agnin, Soveral others In the party wore also
striick by the rocks, but none of them was seri-
ously Injured.

Mr. Killingsworth and his party reached home
to-day, and the mauny friends of Miss Killlngs-
worth were pleased to learn that she was not as
badly Injured as was reported, No banes wors
broken, and Dr. Rafferty, who 1a attending her,
says shie will come out all right. Her bruises
are severe, however, and 1t will take her sowa
timo o recover from the shock,

Mount Hood Ia near the northern border of
Oregon, about seventy-five miles east of Port-
lnnd, A wreat many exaggerated storles were
told about Mount Hood, ma well as other of our
Western mountalns, in the early days of cur
knowledge of the Pacific slove. For s long time
Mount Hood enjoyed the undeserved distinetion
of lifdng ita head U0,000 feet abave the nea,
Then one ecaplorer or survevor after another
began to give smalier figures ua the altitude of
the mountain, untll at lest they reduced its
helght to about 11,500 feet.

A farmer who llves near the base of the moun-
taln sald, after another slice had been taken off
Mount Hood, that if the explorers kept onthe

reat mountaln would become nothing but a

ole In the ground., This pleasantry was quoted
In toe Royal Geogeaphical .‘Mwlnlia while nigo,
and Mr. Freshtield, referring o Mount Hood,
spoke of “reduciiyg a mountain tondepresslin,”

It In poaslible, of coarse, thiat Mount Hood is in
aatate of mild voleanle eruption: but more de-
talls are regtiired before it will be worth while
to give much rredence to the above report.
There I8 conecinsive evidence within the past
half century that several of our greatl mouns
talne in the northwenatern part of the country,
formed as they were by the piling up of vaol-
canie mntter, cannot be numbered yel ammong
the wholly extines valeannes, North of Mount

Mount Haed Isgully covered with formsts of
pine and fr. and it has been regarded as a
dormant or whelly egtinet valeano, Op pne of
fta nides is a nearly vortical preciplce about
T.000 feet deep.
